Kor the evils of democracy, he sees the 
necessity for more cleiiMxtracy. even tlic democratic nianagcmciU of in¬ 
dustry, and calls attentiun to it. I Ic may not be heeded at once, but lie 
is undisturbed, knowing dial sooner or Uter events will force all to see 
it as he dues. 

It would be interesting to trace tlic processes of evolution that 
lave forced us to the demands just named.

B ut I am not answering for others, so much as for myself; and 
as in additional reason why 1 am inlereited in Socialism, I 
answer that I am compelled to be b\ tise other mcinliers of 
society. 

Suppose ihat I should become tliorougfaly disgusted (as I am) 
with the impure foods, adulterated drinlcs. shoddy, disease-infected 
wearing apparel, and other worthless articles that the profit-scdcing 
capitalist forces upon me; supimse I .should become weary (and I am) 
of being robbed b>- grafters, emlxrzzlers. bribe-givers and bribe-takers; 
suppose 1 should become sick at heart (and 1 am) at the sight of the 
wretclicil poor, the dive-cursed, tlie dejHaved. the ignorant, the insane, 
the criminal: and to tree myself from the whole catalogue above 
named I sesk cut some sechided spifl lietween tlie mountains, and begin 
life over again, going back, if ixissiWc, to the individual method of 
producing all the necessities of life bj' hand; and suppose by my 
strength and jicrseveraiice 1 snccecsl in liewing out of the wilderness 
a beautiful and valuable estate witerc' I. believe I ooukl enjoy life un- 
nvilcslcd by the comiptifin and turmoil of the capitalist system of pro¬ 
duction and distribution. Mow kmg tlo i-ou suppose 1 wouki be let 
ilone as an intliviilual. and not have stxHrty thrust upon me. It would 
ntn lie a year. First, the tax assessor would find me. ami tell me that 
•ocicty dcnianils that I shall help defray the mst of goveniment, and so 
he (nils a value on the results of my labor, and tells me that 1 must be 
prqarrd to a certain per cent on tiat value to tlie lax collector who 
will certainly visit me in a slxirt lime. The tax collector soon finds 
his way to my retreat He demands money oi i:»e. I exjibin that I 
have no money, that 1 have no use for it. lie tells me itat my estate 
will lie sold, that I will be ejected and some one else will come into 
pnsse-sion. So I leave my secluded retreat, go out among society, sell 
smne of iny jirsMluct in onkr to get some money. Tl;us again 1 am lic- 
ing socializeil. Hnl this is not all. Compul.sory education is in force, 
and I am inlonned lliat I inns| .semi my childen over the mountain to 
the nearest public school. Ixxrause the g<«vl yf soiiely demands that 
they be educated. Now I may not like a course of instruction lliat is 
capitalistic in every detail; tiat teaches my children a Ihl-se inililical 
economy; that teaches that kings and emperors are superior lieings, 
and eirtillcil to honor and worship tlut do not lielong to others’; that in- 
ilntcts tlifin tiat the principles of rent, inlorest and profit arc from 
everlasting to everlasting, ami that the progrrs.s of the nation dejiends 
upon their a>minuaner. iKitwitbstamling I read in my llible. ICxodus 
2Z- »5. "If thon lend nihney to any of my [icoplc with thee that is poor. 
iIkvu shall not lx- to him as a creditor, neither stall ye lay upon him 
interest." I,eviticus 2.S; 3^’. . 17 : "Take thou no interest of him, or in¬ 
crease. hilt tear thv Clod; that thy hrolher nay live with thee. Tliou 
shalt not give him thv inoiiry upon intvrest. ii r give iiiin thy virtu.als 
for increase."

flat his voice iioy be heard and 'his vote may lie counted on all natters 
effecting his interests, and as all of us are subject to the s.mie laws of 
nature from the standpoint of our physical necessities, it stands to 
rea.sun that when the masses are left free to exercise their judgment in 
these mirteTS. the majority vote will lie that which will be to the highest 
interest of all, and in fact is the only safe way of saving all from in¬ 
jury.
